CONFRONTATION IN THE NEGEV 


The Jerusalem Post's BENNY MORRIS and HAIM SHAPIRO wander far off the beaten path in an attempt 
to get some facts behind the claims and counterclaims concerning the activities of the controversial Green Patrol. 


FATMA EL-KISH'HAR has 
wrinkled and cracked skin. Her face 
is tattooed, her clothes are ragged 
and she wears a large silver ring in 
her nose. She cannot read or write 
and has a very limited knowledge of 
the world around her. 

But this Beduin woman, whose 
home is a patched tent in the desert, 
finds herself this month at the 
centre of a national dispute con- 
cerning busic civil rights, land 
ownership, and the ultimate values 
of Israeli society. It was her two- 
month old son, Ali, who died two 
days after she and her children were 
evicted by the Green Patrol. The in- 
cident revived a long-standing con- 
troversy over the activities of the 
Patrol and their treatment of the 
Beduin in the Central Negev. 

Critics have called the Patrol 
‘Ariel Sharon's private storm 
troopers, the agents of a deliberate 
policy of ridding the Centra! and 
Southern Negev of all Beduin. This 
criticism was voiced when Sharon 
was agriculture minister. The State 
Comptroller recently cast doubt on 
whether the Patrol worked “within 
the framework of the law.” 

Allon Galili, head of the Patrol, 
Clearly feels maligned and abused 
by “self-appointed defenders of the 
Beduin, who for their own purposes 
take it upon themselves” to help 
them. He denies that there is any 
Special offensive against the Beduin 


and sees the Patrol's work as’ 


“protection of the quality of life in 
the open spaces, just as the police 
Supervise the quality of life in the 
cilics.” 

His major opponent, Dr. Yitzhak 
Builey, senior lecturer in Middle 
Enst studies at Tel Aviv University 
and an expert on Beduin poetry, 
Says the Patrol’s policy is similar to 
the one carried out in the U.S. 
against the Indians 100 years ago. 
Today the Americans see the evil of 
What they did, he says, and 
fecognize the rights of the Indians.

counterclaim that we sei out one 


morning from Beersheba in a green 
jeep with Gonen Holtznun, a 24- 
year-old Patrol inspector, and Dan 
Zechul, his trainee assistant, on 
what we were told was a lypical dui- 
ly round of activities, ᾿ 

We were off the paved road even 
before we left the town, heading for 
what at first appeared to be a rub- 
bish heap. Closer inspection 
revealed a Beduin dwelling. A black 
Beduin woman emerged from the 
assorted bits of corrugated iron and 
tenting. Her husband was away at 
work, Holtzman handed her an 
eviction order through the jeep win- 
dow; neither of them attempted to 
hide their hostility. 

The family, he said, moved three 


" years ago into the area which is 


slated for industrial development. 
The Green Patrol was ordered to 
get them out. 

“We'll have trouble with them,” 
he muttered as we drove off. Later, 
however, he said that a long talk 
with them might solve the problem 
without force. 

We churn through the industrial 
waste and packed brown earth on 
the city's periphery to another en- 
campment. This time we leave the 
jeep and ceremoniously enter the 
tent of Salim Salman of the Azazma 
tribe. 

Holtzman and Salman chat in 
Hebrew as we drink cup after cup of 
coffee and then tea. The smoke of 
the fire drifts out through the open- 
ing of the tent. Here too the object 
of the visit is to serve an eviction 
notice; but Holtzman says he will 
arrange for an alternative site on 
which Salman can pitch his tent, 

The Beduin works as a farm hand 
and occasional guard at Kibbutz 
Revivim, earning “barely enough to 
feed me and my [0 children." He 
gives this as one of the reasons he 
has not built a house at Tel Sheva, 
one of the new Beduin settlements. 

Later we_visit the area, where 
homes — some of them opulent — 
have been built in whal could be a 
suburb or a moshay were it not for 
the fact.that there is only desert and

“You need money for a house 
and I don't have it," says Salman. 
But then he reconsiders, “No, 1 will 
never leave my tent.” 

“Your children will live in 
houses,” says Holtzman. 

“No,” the Beduin says, “never,” 

During the lengthy talk, with 
Jews and Beduin squatting opposite 
each other on shabby, cloth- 
covered mattresses, Salman's mind 
constantly returns to a dream, a 
hopeless memory, which he ap- 
parently cannot relinquish. 

He was born in 1948, on land 
which is now the site of an IDF 
camp south of Beersheba. 

“They kicked us off our 4,000 
dunams, seized it for military use. 
Since then we've had no real 
home," he says. He suggests that 
the state should at least compensate 
him — or give him other lund. He 
even says he has papers to prove 
ownership. 

“Where are they?" jokes 
Holtzman in a conversation which 
sounds as if it has been repeated 
dozens of times. 

“Under the earth, buried,” says 
Salman. But he makes no attempt to 
retrieve them. 

His joking tone indicates his 
sense of confusion and perhaps 
hopelessness. It is something he 
shares with many of the Negev's 
40,000-45,000 Beduin, caught 
between their ancient nomadic 
ways and the State's need for land 
for the army, for urban develop- 
ment, for settlements. It is a 
problem thal has been aggravated 
by the peace treaty with Egypt and 
the resulting IDF redeployment in 
the Negev. 

“Everybody plays about with our 
heads. We are told one thing and 
then another. Some people tell us to 
fight for our rights —- me for my 
4,000 dunams. But I'll never get it, 
J know that,” complains Salman,

“We never win in court,” says 
Salman, looking at us as if to add, 
“It is a Jewish court with Jewish 
law.” 


LATER IN THE WEEK we atten- 
ded court sessions in Beersheba 
with Bailey, an informal adviser to 
the Negev Beduin, and lawyer Haim 
Rosenzweig. When we asked 
Rosenzweig why he defended the 
Beduin, he smiled: “1 certainly 
doesn't pay," he said. But he had 
been contacted by Bailey's group, 
the Civit Rights Association, and 
then he realized that there was a 
group of citizens who were being 
deprived of their rights. 

“Ts it worth their while to fight in 
the courts, even if their chances are 
slim?" we queried. 

“IF someone came and took away 
your home, wouldn't you do 
everything you could to (ry fo stop 
them? he asked. 

Does he see himself as an at- 
torney who defends Arab righls in 
gencral? 

ΜῈ don't defend terrorists, if thut’s 
whut you mean,” he said sharply. 

During the morning, Rosenzweig 
was lo experience one victory. A 
Beduin who had been convicted of 
stealing sheep on circumstantial 
evidence in the Magistrates Court 
had the conviction overturned in 
the District Court. The Beduin was 
satisfied even though the costs of 
the retrial probably came ta more 
than the fine, which would be 
returned to him by the court. He 
felt his name had been cleared. 

According to Bailey, despite the 


“appearance of justice, the Beduin 


doesn't have a Fair chance in court. 
‘He isn't aware of his rights; the 
court translators, Jews from 
Moslem countries, ‘often don’t un- 
derstand his Arabic; and the 
court may not fully 
understand his way of

Two of the other children had 
run away and 1 didn’t know where

“We were driving along and this 
one started vomiting. Then I felt the 
baby slipping and [ called out, 
‘Stop, I'm losing my baby.’ He just 
laughed. Then the baby fell from my 
arms.” 

Two days later the infant died. 
The police are still trying to deter- 
mine the cause of death. According 
to one published report — which 
Bailey says was imposed by the 
Green Patrol — there are no signs 
that the baby died from a fall. 

Mohammed el-Kish'har says that 
when he came home, he found only 
the sides of the tent with its poles. 
Another Beduin family had found 
the two children and taken them in. 

As we stand there, he tells the 
women and children to come back 
to the tents, but they don’t move, 
despite his repeated orders, 

It is late and we must return 
home, but el-Kish'har, suddenly 
aware of his obligations to his 
guests, insists that we stay for a 
meal, finally he agrees to let us go 
after we have coffee. We go along 
to the tent for the coffee, The 
women remain at the cave, but a 
few of the children come with us. 

In the growing darkness we can 
see the lights of the Nafha security 
prison near Mitzpe Ramon, the only 
discernible sign of “‘civilization."’ 


IN AN INTERVIEW with The 
Jerusalem Post, Galili, a heavyset 
man with a walrus moustache and a 
- Tumpled look, says that the civil* 
rights organizations have never 
complained to the Green Patrol. 
Moreover, every one of the 12 com- 
plaints made against the Patrol to 
the police was dismissed. 
“It’s never pleasant to tear down 
-& tent or destroy a hut or remove a 
herd,” he says. “It's not a clean 
business, But there are no clear-cut 
directions from above on what todo 
with the lawbreaker.”

as their “ancestral lands.” 

This, Bailey says, is the result of 
the fact that Mohammed el- 
Kish’har’s brother at one time 
bought some land at Ar'ara and 
then sold it, As forthe fact that they 
were once at one place, then 
another — he smiles and shrugs his 
shoulders. “They are nomads.” 


PERHAPS the strangest dispute 
concerns the black goat. As august 
an official as the State Comptroller 
states categorically that “The in- 
crease of black goats harms the 
vegetation covering the land and 
causes destruction and crosion to 
the land,” (He quotes as authorities 
the Talmud [Masechet Baba Kama 
and Rashi.) 

But in a letter to The Jerusalem 
Post in 1978, three noted ecologists 
— Prof, Michael Evenari and Prof. 
Imanue! Noy-Meir of the Hebrew 
University department of botany, 
and Prof. Ze'ev Naveh of -the 
agricultural engineering faculty of 
the Technion — argued the case for 
the black goat and noted that “our 

ecosystems, from desert to forest, 
are well adapted to goat grazing 
within certain limits.” . 

There is overgrazing, says the let- 
ter, in Judea and Samaria and 
around Beersheba.- There is no 
significant overgrazing in the Negev 
highlands (i.e. the Central Negev). 

In an interview with The Post, 
Prof. Evenar!, who is known for his 
experimental farms which use 
Nabatean water systems, explained 
that in 1950 he indeed believed that 
the black goat was harmful to 
agriculture. But subsequent 
research has shown that, with 
restrictions, it is not destructive of 
desert vegetation, rather the op- 
posite. Now, he said, the black goat 
is used as an excuse to clear the 
Negev Beduin out of the area 
roughly south of Beersheba.

IT WAS ALMOST like a journey 
through a time machine. There was 
Ariel Sharon, map in hand and 
wind-blown, surveying the Sinai 
wastelands, He gestured to this hill 
and that and recalled battles of the 
distant and not-so-distant past. He 
loves the desert, he said, and his.af- 
‘fection was apparent at every stop 
during the 13-hour journey between 
Neot Sinai and Cairo. 

The Sinai was his hunting ground 
for over two decades, and he knows 
each hill and dune, Each dune and 
hill holds special memories for 
Sharon, many of them bitter despite 
the victories attained. 

Tt was difficult to understand 
completely Sharon's motives for 
making this arduous journey across 
the desert when he could have 
flown to his meetings in Cairo in the 
comfort of an executive jet. 

But it is often difficult to com- 


_prehend what the defence minister 


does, or better yet why he is doing 
it. A reporter learns to treat him 
with an ingrained skepticism; he is 
always aware of the symbiotic 
relationship between the press and a 
minister who knows that he needs 
maximum coverage in order to 
achieve his admitted ambition for 
bigger things. The automatic reac- 
lion is to be suspicious. 

Was this journey through Sinai a 
public relations ploy, or was it 
motivated by a desire to see for 
himself? Every stop along the way, 
every statement and gesture, was 
covered by radio, television and the 
press. Sharon made sure his words 
were recorded, even if he had to 
repeat himself, and even if he was 
running three hours late, 


WE HAD all met at Neot Sinai on 
Sunday in the grey post-edawn chill. 
Some 20 aides, Including senior 
aides, and journalists and others 
waited for over an hour for the 
minister to arrive. -Huddled in a 
small hut, sipping lukewarm coffee, 
generals and Foreign Ministry of- 
ficials resorted to telling poor jokes 
to avoid having to complain about 
having been dragged out of bed at 
3:30 a.m, because the minister had 
said he wanted an early start, 

The jokes stopped the minute 
Sharon's two cars arrived carrying 
his wife Lily, 15-year-old son Gilad 
and a small army of security men. It 
was all business. Sharon sat 


- somewhat uncomfortably, bulging 


out of a tight suit, exchanging 
pleasantries with the deputy govern- 
or of Εἰ Arish as the licence plates 
were changed on his cars. 

It was obvious that the minister 
had little to say to his Egyptian host 
and both men concentrated on 
biling through the thick sandwiches 
and peppery snacks that had been 
prepared for the occasion. Aides 
tushed about, glancing over their 
Shoulders for Sharon's approval. 
There is no question that these 
dedicated men are pushed by 
something more than loyalty, or 
fear for their jobs. Their desire to 
enjoy the minister's approval is 
Strange in its intensity. - .. ; 

: jAs we drove through El Arish we 
were stunned. by the development 
that has taken’ place there.

SHARON DID NOT tany in Εἰ 
Arish. His convoy turned due east 
to the central Sinai axis and in the 
General direction of Refidim, 
{srael's military capital in the Sinai 
before the peace treaty. 

There was no sign of any signifi. 
cant Egyptian military presence in 
the vast desert. The importance of 
the 150-kilometre deep 
demilitarized area dawns on all who 
travel through the area. This buffer 
zone should protect Israel if there is 
a deterioration in relations with 
Egypt. 

As the convoy pulled up at Tassa, 
the point from which Sharon set out 
to push back the Egyptian attack 
during the Yom Kippur War, the 
defence minister made his feelings 
On the issue clear. He had asked to 
drive through the central axis, he 
said, to get a feel of Sinai after the 
withdrawal, and the feeling was 
good, Excellent even. 

lt was incredible, he said, to have 
driven for miles and mile’ of desert 
and not have seen a threat, There 
was absolutely no question in his 
mind that the security arrangements 
achieved in the Sinai ware consis- 
tent with Israel’s security needs — 
quite a statement coming from a 
man who at the outset of the peace 
Process was responsible for building 
the ghost settlements in the Rafah 
region, which almost led to a 
breakdown in the talke. 

At Tassa, Sharon recalled with 
fondness his moves in the early 
Stages of the Yom Kippur War. He 
repeated his feeling that though the 
price Israel paid for peace was high, 
the benefits gained were important. 
He remarked on the irony of the 
fact that he, who had entered the 
Sinai on so many occasions with his 
finger on the trigger, was now on his 
way to finalizing the return of the 
area, 

This is a theme he repeated 
constantly. As we left the de- 
militarized zone and entered the 
limited forces zone there was increas- 
ing evidence of Egyptian military 
presence — all according to the let- 
ter of the peace agreement. New 
minefields had been laid, and an 
anti-tank ditch had been dug. 
Fences and obstacles were evident 
for miles and miles, These will con- 
stitute Egypt's first line of defence if 
something goes wrong and the two 
countries again find themselves at 
war, T-62 tanks were parked neatly 
in decaying camps along the road- 
side, and every few kilometres 
rather shabby soldiers stiffly saluted 
the passing convoy. 


AFTER SEVERAL hours of 
monotonous travel, we arrive at the 
famous ‘Chinese’? farm, whose 
name has become deeply engraved 
in Israeli military history. Sharon 
told its story, a few times — first for 
the radio, then for the television, 
and finally for those who had not 
heard it before because they were 
too busy eating the impressive 
picnic-type meat which had been 
laid out on the hood of the 
minister's car. 

Sharon had fought here in 1967; it 
was just several miles south of this

sirens wailing and hootera blowing. 
Roads had been blocked off for 
security -reasons.and. the drivers of 


the convoy seemed to.be bent on run: - 
“ning each “other off the road We 
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watched ships sailing through the 
Cunal — huge vessels which seemed 
to be moving through the desert 
sands, their hulls half overed by the 
dunes tween the roud and the water 
— as we neared the newly built 
Ahmed Hamdi Tunnel. 

We noticed huge development 
projects in the desert. Doves of 
peace adorn the newly built blocks 
of symmetrical, unimaginative 
housing which are there because of 
the late President Sadat's 
masterplan for moving people from 
the overcowded Nile Delta. 

Workers and residents waved as 
the convoy rushed past, hailing the 
Israeli, general whose tanks just 
seven-and-a-half years ago 
destroyed so much as they repulsed 
the Egyptian attack on the Bar-Lev 
Line. Of the Bar-Lev Line nothing 
remains apart from a sdlitary 
bunker here and there. The Canal- 
widening project had led to Israel's 
fortified defences being literally 
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washed away. 

Sharon was visibly impressed by 
the Ahmed Hamdi Tunnel. He had 
been through it once before in his 
capacily as agriculiure minister. 

The two-lane tunnel seemed nar- 
row to us; but it is wide enough lo 
allow a tank to pass through. 

Within half an hour we were in 
the cily of Suez, the southern port at 
the entrance of the Canal, which 
was devastated perhaps more than 
any other Egyptian town in both the 
War of Attrition and the Yom Kip- 

. pur War, Israelis who have visited 
the city know that its inhabitants are 
not as friendly as Egyptians in the 
rest of the country, Nonetheless, the 
town council and regional governor 
were there to greet us, and a hand- 
painted poster hailed General Ariel 
Sharon, the defence minister of 
Israel. Lunch was served at the Port 
Toufik Maritime Club. Just 200 
metres away from where Sharon 
and the town-elders were shaking 


hands, an Israeli Centurion tank had 
been set up as a monument, its dis- 
abled gun forlornly pointing to the 
entrance of the canal. 


WE ARRIVED in Cairo exhausted, 
but Sharon's day had hardly begun. 
He had meetings scheduled with 
Foreign Minister Kamel Hassan Ali 
and Defence Minister Abed el- 
Halim Abu Ghazala, There was 8 
dinner and 8 late-night strategy 
planning conference for the Israeli 
delegation to the normalization 
talks. There were dozens of items to 
be resolved with the Egyptians, and 
Sharon insisted on being briefed on 
every detail. He had time to meet 
with certain reporters, and didn't 
get to bed before 2:00 a.m. 

Next morning he was up early; by 
the afternoon he had resolved all he 
had come to resolve with Ali. 
Lunches, dinners, press can- 
ferences, meetings, more meetings 
and more meals. His aides walked 
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about with dark.rings under their 
eyes, Even Sharon's most adamant 
critics (and he has many) have to 
acknowledge his capacity for work. 
It is unbelievable. He simply never 
stops. 

On Tuesday night, after an 
18-hour day, he called the cor- 
respondent of Ma’ariv in for an in- 
terview. It was 2:20 a.m. by the time 
he finished. Previous to that he had 
met with President Mubarak, signed 
agreements at the Foreign Ministry, 
eaten bunch with Sol Linowitz, 
visited the Egyptian Army Staff Cal- 
lege, had dinner at the Israel Am- 
bassador’s residence, been to 8 
nightclub with his wife, and endured 
endless discussions with his staff. 


THERE CAN BE no doubt that 
Sharon is a powerful figure. Those 
who were at the meetings between 
him and the Egyptians claim that his 
handling of the talks was “master- 
ful" As one Egyptian said over 


¥ 


ὶ 
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breakfast the morning after Sharon 
had completed negotiating what he 
had come for: “He told us whal we 
wanted to hear, and he got what he 
wanted to get. He is a diplomat with 
the authority of a general, and a 
general with the showmanship of a 
politician.” 

But as one continues to observe 
Sharon at work one feels uncomfor- 
table, The exact cause of this dis- 
comfort is not easily ‘arrived at. 
Perhaps it is due to one’s 
preconceived notions; perhaps one 
too often hears about the defence 
minister’s “unbridled ambition” 
and total disregard for criticism. 

Nevertheless, one cannot but be 
impressed by the man's perfor- 
mance and energy. Which other 
minister would have spend 26 hours 
on the road, in an arduous journey 
to Cairo and back. It almost doesn't 
matter whether the objective was 
first-hand inspection or publicity- 
secking. [π| 
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WIM VAN LEER attempts to reconcile

I MET Rabbi Adin Steinsaltz some 
three years ago, while writing a 
filmscript based on the story of 
Noah and his floating zoo, one 
aspect of which did nol make sense 
to me. Not wanting to give the false 
impression of being a Aozer b'ishuva, 
a reborn Jew, I explained that being 
born a Jew once was plenty for me, 
that I was anything but observant, 
that in fact 1 had bacon for 
breakfast every Saturday. I also said 
something in praise of Israeli bacon. 

He looked at me with his blue 
eyes fram which humour is never 
distant. “Only on Shabbat?" he 
asked. I explained that only on 
Shabbat did [ have time to make a 
meal of my breakfast. ‘One must 
honour the Shabbat," he said. “It 
would not be my way of course, but 
it is a way. Continue.” 

1 explained my problem with old 
Noah, then aged 600 and overdue 
for retirement. The way ! saw the 
situation, there was the world full of 
sin and the Almighty more than a 
little pissed off with man, made in 
his own image. 

“Drown the lot," He willed, and 
for 40 days and nights it rained 
and ruined. 

As I explained to Rabbi Stein- 
saltz, all that made sense. In fact, if 
mankind was making asimilar mess 
of my creations I'd probably do the 
same. But when it was all over, hav- 
ing destroyed a packuge which took 
all of two days to assemble, the 
Lord had second thoughts. "Gee, 
Noah," he said to the old man, “1 
shouldn't have done it. 1 do beg 
your pardon, It won't happen again. 
No one is perfect.” 

Now { ask you, is that responsible 
management? And Him an 
Almighty! 


RABBI STEINSALTZ smiled while 
stuffing his pipe with a stained 
finger and explained that the Lord 
wanted man to be good and thought 
wiping out evil would help, when he 
realized that by eliminating evil he 
robbed man of the choice between 
good und evil. What was the virtue 
in choosing the path of 
righteousness if it was the only one? 

“Like Henry Ford's ‘you can 
have any colour car provided it is 
black," [ suggested. Rabbi Stein- 
saltz, unaccustomed to references 
from the automotive world, nodded 
slowly, then went on: “When you 
rob man of his options you rob him 
of his freedom. And the Lord 
wanted man to be free." : 

I was taken aback by the 
rationality and beauty of this ex- 
planation. But I had another con- 
undrum up my sleeve. Did the 
floods drown all creatures? They 
did! “Then what about the fish?” 1 
said, smug at my sortie into one- 
upmanship. 


“A good question, that,” he ~ 


praised, a phrase he often uses when 
he has got you over the barrel. And 
went on to explain that fish, living in 
a different realm from man, had not 
been tainted with evil and did not 
merit destruction. ‘‘Moreover,” he 
said, lighting his pipe, “fish don’t 
close their eyes,” implying that the 
reason evil exists at all is because 
man closes his eyes to il.

THE SUBJECT of our studies ; 
the Talmud's commentaries age 
Mishna, the oral law codified in the 
4th century C.E. and the foundation 
of the Judaic social structure. Rabbi 
Steinsaltz reads, explains, analyses, 
dissents, illustrates, interprets, 
elucidates and joyfully digresses. 
The scholars ask questions, debate, 
wrangle and ventilate their notions 
— good, bad or indifferent. If we 
deal with five sentences of text, 
that's a good morning's work. 

Much has been written about 
Rabbi Adin Steinsaltz — about the 
breadth of his vision, his gift of total 
recall, his good humour, his respect 
for and knowledge of modern 
science, especially physics and the 
more obscure by-ways of 
mathematics, his knowledge of 
literature and his gentle patience 
with the laity. He is without a con- 
gregation, he is critical of the 
religious and, with his Hashomer 
Hatzair background, of the 
political establishment. His life's 
work is the translation of the 
Babylonian Talmud from Aramaic 
into modern Hebrew. He is not in- 
terested in the hysterics of 
revivalism. Rabbi Steinsaltz is very 
much his own man, and a towering 
one at that. 


1 SHALL therefore confine my 
report to the lesson of Januury 3, 
1982. 

By 8.30 we are seated, the rabbi 
enters and we greet him standing. 
Clockwise there is Dan, professor of 
international relations; Bill, a 
Jungian psychiatrist from the U.S.; 
Aron, a friendly American 
sociologist; Moshe One, an 
American lecturer in biology; Mr. 
Friedrich, a retired industrial 
manager; Moshe Two, an architect 
who spends the bulk of his waking 
hours studying Talmud; Berthold, a 
retired Swiss lawyer/publisher; and 
myself, the only one without any 
formal Jewish education. 

The subject today is Sanhedrin 
32B, which deals with the rights and 
duties of witnesses before the 
courts, evidence procedures and 
punishment for perjury. The 
language is like shorthand, diffuse if 
hot obtuse, requiring many ex- 
plicatory footnotes much longer 
than the text itself. 

Tn his soft voice the rabbi reads: 

“What Is said? Reb Judah said: 
We speak thus to them, ‘Who can 
tell that it is as ye say?’ Ulla ob- 
jected: But do we not thereby shut 
their lips? ‘Then let them be shut."” 

Gobbledegook? Decoded, it 
means: “What is the witness's 
testimony? Asks the judge: ‘How do 
{ know you are speaking the truth?’ 
Rabbi Ulla suggests: “Being hard 
on witnesses, don't we: discourage 
them from coming forward?" And 
the answer is that if they cannot 
bear interrogation their testimony is 
suspect and they should not be 
heard." 

Steinsaltz explains that there is no 
prosecutor or defence and that the 
court at all times must lean toward 
the accused. No, there is no sub- 
poena, and witnesses come forward 
when prompted by religious or 
social motivations. Berthold com- 
pares this with the Roman legal 
procedures of confrontation of 
prosecution and defence. The con- 
cept in dubio pro reo (when in doubt 
find for the accused) is a straight 
crib from the Mishna, like so much 
else in Roman law. 

The rabbi explains that in Jewish 
law the objective is not the punish- 
ment but rather the rehabilitation of 
the criminal. He must.be given an, 
opportunity to atone for his sins and 
the punishment serves as tangible 
proof of his atonement, The objec- 
tive of justice is not to be society's:

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Storms and breezes 


MUSIC ἃ MUSICIANS / Eli Karey 


TO AN ARTISTIC institution in its 
natural quest for an audience, 

Northern Israel may well seem a 
land of opportunity. Indeed, the 
culture-consciousness among the 
inhabitants of its picturesque towns 
and thriving settlements is often 
remarkably high, and their 
remoteness from big cities enhances 
the yearning for a live artistic ex- 


nce. 

The Israel Philharmonic and 
Chamber Orchestras, both based in 
Tel Aviv, cater to the needs of the 
North mainly by bringing their 
programmes to Haifa. Infrequently, 
performances are given in other 
places, notably Kibbutz Ein σεν. 
The unsuccessful attempt to create 

a Galilee orchestra some years ago 
tes left no trace. 

Which leaves the Haifa 
Symphony, established 32 years ago 
by the late Frank Pelleg, an 
orchestra that has had its ups and 
downs, and has become notorious 
for its chronic financial ills and the 
kaleidoscopic change of music 
directors — not a sign of artistic 
health, either. 

When the current season began, 
however, the HSO appeared to have 
caught a fresh breeze in its tired 
sails. The orchestra's chief conduc- 
tor, Lior Shambadal, the 3l-year- 
old Israeli with a growing inter- 
national reputation appointed 18 
months ago, together with the new, 
dynamic musical director, Uri 
Toeplitz, embarked on a search, 
here and abroad, for high-quality 
players, and the orchestra was 
brought up to a full complement, 

Most significantly, the first two 
subscription concerts were greeted 
by the audiences and the critics with 


well-nigh unanimous Centhusiasm. 
‘And yel some dissonant sounds 
began emanating from Haifa. A 
three-day Beethoven marathon, 
scheduled for Succot, was partially 
Scrapped, partially postponed at 8 
day’s notice, and-the Vidom Trio, 
having arrived from abroad, for the 
occasion, were sent packing. A few 
days later, huge posters announced 
that the orchestra was featuring 
Shoshana Damari in Jerusalem and 
Tel Aviv. 

Last month, Shambadal was 
notified that his one-year contract 
will not be renewed, and Uri 
Toeplitz, handed in his resignation. 

What happened? 


“THERE {S nothing wrong with 
change — an orchestra has to be ac- 
tive," says Meir Ophir, the ad- 
ministrative director of the HSO. 
Proudly, he displays the statistics: 
84 concerts last season, even more 
planned for the current one; salaries 
paid on time and provided with in- 
surance; new evening wear ordered 
for the players; some new projects 
introduced — concerts for pen- 
sionefs, informal family concerts. 
“T am not a musicologist, s 
emphasizes Ophir time and again. 
He sees no point whatever in play- 
ing in the Auditorium for some 100 
listeners; that was why the 
marathon was cancelled, He cannot 
justify the performance of a work .if 


the scores have to be ordered from 
abroad at a cost of several thousand 
shekels; aren't there enough other 
pieces? Why should the «πίε con- 
ductor demand endless rehearsals? 
The guest conductor achieved as 
good a result after four sessions, 

“When the orchestra presents 
Shoshana Damari, we reach 
hitherto untapped audience sources 
and we reduce our deficit. You 
know what? The Philharmonic 
could reduce its deficit too, if there 
were people with the guts to take 
the right decisions.” 

Toeplitz has advanced the 
orchestra, no question about that, 
grants the administrative director: 
now he has decided to quit. What 
the orchestra needs is a name that 
will raige its stature, 

“As for Shambadal, he has a one- 
year contract and it is not being 
renewed, Mind you, his behaviour is 
appalling: since returning from 
abroad, he hasn't bothered to come 
to the office once. This is where his 
paycheck comes from, isn't it?" 

For Lior Shambadal, this 
season's 10-week stint with the HSO 
was “a big challenge.” “I did my 


“best and I am proud of what was 


achieved, The work was hard, but 
the results are there for everyone to 
see. And this despite our atrocious 
rehearsal facilities. The players 
deserve a lot of credit for working in 
such circumstances.” 


“The administration would do 
well to worry about improving the 
disgusting working conditions and 
selling tickets, rather than interfer- 
ing with the musical work. How 
could they cancel the marathon, 
after 12 rehearsals, without as much 
as consulting the music director, the 
conductor or the musicians in- 
volved? An orchestra has to fulfil its 
professional obligation, even if it 
sometimes doesn't pay. It's the 
quality of the performances that will 
fill the halls, not gimmicks.” 

Dr. Uri Toeplitz, who fs a 
musicologist and a pedagogue of 
note, in addition to having been 
principal flautist of the ΡΟ for 34 
years, says that Haifa is not an easy 
place for an orchestra. The [PO has 
some 8,000 subscribers in the city, 
and people fight for tickets to its 
concerts. The HSO's audience has 
to be pulled to the music. 

“At my age, | am not looking for 
a career. Two years ago, the HSO 
board and the players implored me 
lo come and help them. [| am 
satisfied with what { have done. 
Many things have changed in the 
orchestra, not least, work cthics and 
morale. This is not yel a great 
orchestra, but now 1 can sit at a con- 
cert without feeling embarrassed.” 

Toeplitz believes in the 
supremacy of the music director: 
the programmes are the product of 
his thought; he takes the risk. 


. “[ have tried to present the best 

‘compositions that are within the 
performing limits of the orchestra, 
among them quite a few Israeli 
works, some of them by Haifa com- 
posers. Israeli soloists and conduc- 
tors, some of them quite young, 
often share our platform. 


“To create an artistic fact,” he 
adds “one may occasionally risk an 
almost empty hall without losing 
one's nerve." 

Much of the success is to be at- 
tributed to the chief conductor. 

“J did not know Shambadal 


- before, but during the short time we 


worked together, | grew to respect 
him as a serious musician, a highly 
professional conductor and a fine 


-human being. “We filled the halls 


and we gave our audience perfor- 
mances of quality. Music lovers will 
remember that.” 

The administrative director 
of an orchestra also has to be a 
professional, says Toeplitz. 

“When Meir Ophir was ap- 
pointed to the post a year ago, ἱ 
took him to the IPO offices to 
familiarize him, with their ad- 
ministrative methods, I urged him 
to go to every place in the North 
with a concert hall and to sell our 
concerts. Nothing was ever donc. 

“Instead, he began Interfering in 
musical matters. Things were 
done, and peopte were approached, 
behind my back and without my 
knowledge. Under such conditions, 
[ cannot continue. 1 resent the in- 
tervention of an artistic analphabet.” 

Thus the main protagonists of 
the musical drama played out in 
Haifa, uo fascinating and in many 
ways special chapter in the che- 
quered history of the Haifa 
Symphony Orchestra.

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READERS occasionally ask 
whether a restaurant has ever 
closed down as a result of a column of 
mine. | think they overestimate the 
power of the press.

modern wrought-iron Aanukkia, an 
old leather hanging, a few plaited 
straw mats and what looked like a 
small tree-branch. The tables had 
place mats, rather than cloths, but 
there were also flowers and candles.

Looking 
out the window at that point, we 
noticed several sets of long un- 
derwear flapping in the illuminated 
courtyard next door.

But my 
companion went into raptures over 
the bouillon, a beef stock with an 
egg beaten into it. The consommé 
was nothing extraordinary for a 
good homemade beef stock, but 
since that is such a hard thing to 
find in these days of tins and 
packets and cubes, it was out- 
standing. : 

My companion also remarked on 
the fluffiness of the egg. | explained 
that in contrast to Chinese egg-drop 
soup, where the egg is poured into 8 
hot, but not boiling, broth, here the 
stock is boiling furiously while the 
egg is added. 


sauce, Though there was ample 
evidence of bay’ leaves, I would 
have liked a touch of rosemary and 
thyme as well to round off the 
rather strong flavour of smoked 
mest, 

With the beef came some ab- 
solutely sublime potatoes au gratin, 
served in the disli in which they had 
been baked. These alone made me 
want to return to try some of the 
vegetarian casseroles featured on 
the menu, I was, however, surprised 
to notice that ratatouille was not 
available the day | ate at La 
Ratatouille. 

In keeping with the wintry 
weather, my companion tried the 
cassoulet. This dish of beans, char- 
cuterie and meat is often an excuse 
for the chef to throw in whatever 
happens to be lying about in the 
kitchen. Here, it seemed to have 
been thought out, with a smoked 
rib, some bits of chicken-and a few 
pieces of sausage. 

_ The least satisfactory part was the 
sausage, perhaps reflecting the 
paucity of local products. Both 
dishes came accompanied by a lettuce 
salad with an oil, wine vinegar and 


very simple dish made with corn- 
starch and milk but one which [, at 
least, found far superior to most of 
the bavarian whatnots one is offered 
all too often, The cream was heavily 
flavoured with some kind of liqueur 
and studded with raisins soaked in 
brandy, and topped with a cherry 
which my companion snatched 
from under my nose. She, 
meanwhile, had an apple tart in 
which the caramelized apples were 
all but hidden under a heavy 
blanket of whipped cream. 

As the only coffee available came 
either from a pore or through a 
plastic prepacked filter, we ended 
our meal with delicious mint tea. 

_ The bill, including a glass of wine 
and a beer, came to S317. 

As with many of the restaurants 
operated by what appear to be art 
studenis, or people looking like art 
students, the strong point of this es- 
tablishment is the fact that it serves 
fresh food honestly cooked. Its 
weakness lies in its lack of organiza- 
‘dion.

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THE BEERSHEBA Theatre's new 
production, Robert David Mac- 
Donald's Summit Conference, is a 
confused and confusing play: I left 
the theatre thoroughly puzzled as to 
the playwright's intentions. For 
what purpose did he evoke ghosts 
from the past with all their painful 
associations? Did he have any new 
interpretation of the events in which 
his real-life characters participated 
to justify it? 

There are three people in the 
cast. Eva Braun, the mistress of 
Adolf Hitler who died with him ina 
Berlin bunker when the Fuehrer 
realized that all was lost, and ad- 
ministered poison to both: Clara 
Petacci, the mistress of Benito Mus- 
solini who was killed together with 
her lover by an Italian mob. The 
third character is a young German 
soldier. é 

The time is the carly Forties, 
when the tide of war is beginning to 
turn against the Axis. The two 
women arc meeting for the first 
time al Hitler's headquarters on the 
accasion of the Duce's visit. Evn is 
exciled over the forthcoming 
mecting, and gives nervous orders 
to the soldier assigned to attend on 
her and her guest, Enter Clara 
Petacci, loud and flamboyant, in 
contrast to Eva Braun, who is stiff 
and formal, 


Confused and confusing

What ensues is a conversation 
between the two women beginning 
with the usual things females say 
when they meet for the first time, 
then turning to political matters, 

Through some stage magic Clara 
Petacci and Eva Braun have 
become transmogrified into Benito 
Mussolini and Adolf Hitler, Though 
the two are allies, they detest each 
other. Mussolini, who ruled Italy 
long before anyone had heard of 
Hitler, looks down at the upstart, 
while Hiller considers his ally more 
of a liability than an asset. 

As they talk, the two women 
deliver themselves of 4 variety of 
disparaging “jokes” (sample: one 
Htalian is a wine drinker, two are an 
opera, three are an army running 
from the encmy); but they end up 
entwined in a passionate embrace, 
as the lights turn a dramatic red, the 
music swells to a thunder. 


ENTER the young soldicr, all 
cagemess to do his assigned duty, 
and the women, now drinking heavi- 
ly, start an elaborate act of teasing 


him, sexually and otherwise. They 
offer him a drink, and when the 
soldier overcomes his reluctance to 
drinking in such exalted company 
and asks for a beer, Eva pours a 
atein full of some vile green liquid 
(créme de menthe gone wild?), which 
the young man dutifully sips while 
the women ask him embarrassing 
personal questions, then begin paw- 
ing him, Eva reaching into his 
crotch. The soldier is outraged, 
whereupon Eva starts adressing him 
in the feminine gender — 
characters change sex easily in this 
play — insisting that he is a girl, and 
not much more than a whore. 
Moreover, she insinuates, and then 
states as a fact, he — or she — is 
Jewish. To give this discovery tegal 
validity, she takes out of her purse a 
yellow Star of David — she just hap- 
pens to have one handy — and pins 
it to his chest. 

Amid the orgy of abuse between 
Eva and Clara, the soldier falls into 
a vinous sleep. He wakes up after a 
time recalling events of his past. He 
speaks of himself as a Jewish girl, 


born in Galicia, taken with her 
parents to a ghetto and then to a 
concentration camp. The women 
are still engrossed in their wordy 
battle when there comes the shatter- 
ing sound of bombs falling. 


THE ONE THING I did understand 
about the play — or think I under- 
stood — is that what the author was 
doing was arranging a meeting 
belween Hitler and Mussolini, and 
in order to give this meeting some 
piquancy, had the two represented 
by their mistresses. Does this con- 
frontation between the two men 
who share the biggest crime in 
history teli us anything about them 
we did not know? Emphatically not, 
Everybody knows that they were 
maniaca!ly egocentric, vulgar, and 
devoid of morals; the two women’s 
heavy drinking, the jokes, their 
adolescent fascination with 
American movie stars is quite amus- 
ing, but no more than that. 

Of more interest is the soldier's 
monologue when he wakes up from 
his sicep as a Jewish girl. Veiled and 
confusing as his words were, what | 
understood was his espousal of the 
sheep-to-slaughter theory, a theory 
about the Jews cooperating with 


their murderers, which is now 


fashionable among “revisionist” 
writers on the Holocaust, and also © 


in the theatre. 

The staging adds to the confy- 
sion. While Gila Almagor plays Eva 
“straight,” giving a believable 
portrait of Hitler's Mistress, 
although she becomes unintelligible 
when her voice rises to a crescendo, 
-Yona Elian's Clara Petacci is a 
Parody with her grossly exaggerated 
gestures and mannered talk. Is this 
intentional, or was director 
Malcolm McKay unable to restrain 
Elian from showing how obnoxious 
she can be on the stage? Shlomo 
Sadan is a very convincing young 
soldier. 

Douglas Hip designed an impres- 
sive set with a black background 
and heavy, stiff furniture which are 
suggestive of the era and the spirit 
which pervaded it. But why that 
enormous lit-up bar with thousands 
of bottles of every colour? And 
why the huge Nazi banners in the 
hall? They are not needed to convey 
the spirit of the play; the stage sect 
does it quite adequately. 

Those banners gave, at least to 
this spectator, an uneasy feeling. 
One could hardly expect the British 
director and designer to understand 
the sensibilities of an Isracli 
audience, but the management of 
the Beersheba Theatre ought to 
have shown more sensitivity when 
dealing with so painful a subject. 
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THE PHRASE “ethnic groups” 
triggers in the imagination pictures 
of Moroccan weddings, Yemenite 
dances, embroidered robes of great 
splendour, grey-bearded elders, 
Oriental delicacies. Many program- 
mes, intent on doing justice to the 
culture of the Sephardi Jews, have 
shown these positive aspects of life 
in North Africa and the Middle 
East, But we do not normally con- 
sider the Polish Jews among us to be 
an ethnic group, so it was a very 
original idea to present them in this 
light in this week's Beloved Country 
programme. 

The show was given a splendid 
start by actress Ruth Segal, of the 
Haifa Theatre, interpreting a sam- 
ple of Polish Jewish life back in the 
helm. Then came Fela. Polishuk, 
looking exactly like a Polish 
duchess should !ook, beautiful, 
chic, her hair perfectly groomed, 
her good humour infectious. 

She told us how she had come to 
Israel in 1941, prepared to find men 
and women in shorts riding on 
camels and doing agricultural work, 
but ‘had discovered instead a 
country of orchestras, culture and 
smartly-dressed women. She did not 
spell out her reaction, but we 
gathered that she preferred the 
reality to the expectation, and gave 
up her shorts without- a sigh of 
regret, She claimed that Polish men 
are wonderful husbands, because 
they bring home flowers and wash 
the dishes — if this is all that is 
needed to make a mate perfect in a 
woman's eyes, the rest of us should 
try the formula, instead of spending 
our time chasing a shekel or two. 

Yosl Burstein got entangled in a 
long and complicated anecdote 
aimed at proving that Polish 
mothers like their children to cat, a 
hot unusual trait.in Yiddishe 
mamas, but his story foundered on 
the rocks somewhere between 
Poland, Australia and Israel. Meir 
Shalev was quite right to interrupt. 

The heights of Polish ethnicity 
were scaled by the two Shmuels, 
Segal and Rudensky, in one of their 
great dialogues, 1 must say that I 
thought the act typical of all Yiddish 
humour from Eastern Europe, and 
question whether the Poles have a 
patent on it, . 


THEN CAME a sour note from a 
renegade, Roman Frister, who 
maintained that there is no such 
thing as a Polish ethnic group, and 
that he does not even recognize 
Prime Minister Menachem Bogin as 
ἃ perfect Polish gentleman because 
the Premier kisses the hands of the 
ladies — for Frister, the only real 
gentleman is an English one. This 
traitor then went on to criticize the 
Poles for the hatred and bitterness 
they injected into political feuds, a 
venom he said, that was even 
Sreater than that found in Israeli 
Politics, 

We were cheered up again by 
three sabra sons of Polish mothers, 


‘one of whom gave a first-class 


description of the reverence for 
public opinion that he claimed was 
acquired with his mother's milk. 
Polish mothers, according to these 
three, not only say “Ess mein Kind,” 


but also, “Think what people will 


Say.” 


- So we were told about a Pole’ 


walking along astreet, and suddenly 
sciding to retrace his sleps. He 
Cannot simply turn around in mid- 
Stride lest people should say that he 
15 mad. So he may look at his watch, 
register that it is too late to go 
Where he was going, and then turn 


᾿Ξ /8tound, Or he may even strike 
“himself -dramatically on the 


forehead, and. wheel around at 


“Speed, obviously remembering 
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something he had forgotten. Bul the 
really Polish thing to do would be to 
go into a café to drink coffee for 15 
minutes, till all the bystanders have 
passed, and then go back again. 

Finally came Batya, with these 
typical Polish dishes, | wonder how 
good they really were. One of the 
turning-points in my life was 
reading an article in Commentary by 
somebody who wrote that the 
turning-point in Ais life was the dis- 
covery that he hated his mama's 
Yiddishe cooking. 

My own mother never cooked in 
her life — she could not even fry an 
egg — but we were brought up on 
my grandmother's Yiddishe dishes. 
That article freed me from a load of 
guilt, because [ realised how much | 
preferred French cuisine, and 
Chinese dishes, and Italian food, 
and other dishes of the goyim I will not 
mention here for fear of giving of- 
fence, to Granny's geflite fish and 
chicken soup and over-cooked 
poultry. Three things 1 remember 
with longing and a watering palate 
—her peroggen, her gribbenes, and 
her marrow from the giant bones of 
South African oxen. 


TALKING of my grandmother 
makes me realize that, since Meir 
Shalev has discovered ethnicity 
coming out of Europe as well as 
Asia and Africa, it is high time he 
turned the spotlight on the true 
aristocrats of the Jewigh people. I 
am referring, of course, to the Lit- 
vaks. 

When | came to Israel and went 
onto a kibbutz, people there would 
ask me where I was from. I would 
reply, “South Africa,” 

“No, no," they said impatiently, 
“Where are you really from?" 

I guessed what they were after, 
but, being rather ashamed of my 
background, I would say stubborn- 
ly, ‘“E was born in South Africa.” 

“But where were your parents 
born?" 

“Lithuania — but they went to 
South Africa as children.” 

“You're a Litvak? That's wonder- 
full** 

This was an amazing discovery 
for me because, back in South 
Africa, there had been [10,000 of us 
Litvaks, and about 10,000 Jews who 
claimed that they were Germans 
and English. I suspect that they 
were actually only one step oul of 
Eastern Europe. Now, these 
German and English Jews looked 
down on us Litvaks, and called us 


“greeners,” and mocked the way we ᾿ 


spoke English, and the jokea we 
loved so dearly, and the food we 
ate. It took Israel — wonderful, 
beloved Israel — to put me in my 
rightful place on the top of the 
Jewish -snob pyramid, entitled to 
despise all Jews who cannot trace 
their origins back to Kovno or Vilna 
or Memel. : 

The belated discovery that I was 
one of the élite of Jewry made me 


‘wonder what was so marvellous 


about us, so I did some research on 
the subject. Jt appears that in 
Lithuania the men never worked 
but devoted their Ume to study and 
contemplation, while the women 
supported their large families by 
running little shops, or otherwise 
scraping together.the means of sub- 
sistence, in addition to raising the 
children. It seems to me that this

RAM EVRON opened his program- 
me this week with a very good dry 
comment that the things which get:

But what are we to make of Iry- 
ing's “darker side“? He reminds us 
several times that “Life is serious 
but art is fun," but just how jokey 
are rape, incest, blindness, ter- 
torism, sodomy, unti-Semitism? 
Violence is, of course, apple pie to 
the American imagination, but in 
Irving’s hands it's usually 
gratuitous, and lacks resonance. 

Franny for instance remarks now 
and aguin that Brother John thinks 
about her too much, Shades of 
Quentin Compson's preoccupation 
with Sister Caddy in Faulkner. 
However, for Faulkner, incest con- 
nects with the lurger theme of 
decadence, and leads to Quentin's 
suicide. For Irving, incest, although 
dangerous, is all part of cultural 
«beration, and leads to a fun-pain- 
filled Schnitzler mini-marathon.

WIN'S BLINDING, Freud's im- 
molation, Mary and Egg's death 
crash, Lilly's suicide are, well, hap- 
penings, and don‘t connect with 
passions or any larger purpose. The 
good guy survivors perform hand- 
stands but no one could accuse 
anyone of change or suffering or 
the book of overall coherence. 

Irving, once a university lecturer, 
aliempts to make something of a 
virtue of this by having Fehlgeburt 
(a radical maid of Vienna) declaim 
that “the single ingredient in 
American literature that dis- 
linguishes it from other literatures 
of the world is a kind of giddy, il- 
logical hopefulness,”” This is a 
highly yuestionuble proposition;

These 400 pages take their toll of 
Irving. Lilly muses on her success in 
a melancholy vein: “Now that I'm 
going to get published, [ huve to 
really get better...My God, the next 
book has got to be bigger than the 
first.

JACOB KATZ, emeritus professor 
of Jewish history at the Hebrew 
University, is one of the outstanding 
Jewish historians of our time, and 
combines breadth of scholarship, 
depth of analysis and lucidity of 
presentation. He specializes in the 
Emancipation Period — from the 
[8th to 20th centuries — and ex- 
pertly interprets the social 
background as well us the political 
and intellectual trends. 

His previous hook, Our of the 
Ghetto, looked al the period 1770- 
1810 from the viewpoint of the in- 
ternal Jewish community. His latest 
volume takes the reader inside the 
Christian world of the time to trace 
the development of new forms of 
anti-Semitism that were to lead to 
Hitlerism. Katz describes the 
perpetuation of the Jewish 
Stereotype, the transfer of the 
Negative image of the Jew from 
generation to generation — despite 
the apparent revolution of 
rationalism. As in his other books, 
Katz confines himself to Central 
and Western Europe, and does not 
concern himself with the bulk of 
world Jewry in Eastern Europe. 

Eighteenth century enlighten- 
ment and rationalism provided the 
ambience for Jewish emancipation, 
They did not eliminate anti- 
Semitism but they transformed its 
nature. In Katz's words: 
“Rationalists with one hand erased 
the Christian tradition that had ex- 
plained a Jewish existence and 
given it the status of a Divinely for- 
saken community; with the other 
they created a system of concepts 
suitable for characterising Jews as 
despicable by their very nature.” 

_ Voltaire, a key figure, nurtured anti- 

Jewish propensities with his view 
that the Jews were inferior from 
every point of view. They were 
doomed to disappearance as their 
existence depended on the in- 
dispensability of their roles us 
merchants, When this ceased, they 
would be assimilated into the 
despised masses,

FROM PREJUDICE TO 
DESTRUCTION: Anti-Semitism, 
1700-1933 by Jacob Katz.

Professor Katz concentrates on 
the various manifestations of anti- 
Semitism. However, there were also 
contrary phenomena, and the social 
momentum thal was engendered 
culminated eventually in the 
granting of total emancipation in all 
the countries of Central and 
Western Europe. By the mid-19th 
century, not much public attention 
was paid to the Jews, and the last 
act of the emancipation drama 
ended with little more than a 
whimper. By the 1860s, the Jews 
seemed well on the way to complete 
integration, Yet within a few years, 


the modern anti-Semitic movement 
expressed itself massively 
throughout all these countries. 


THE DECISIVE factor ‘in the 
reawakening of anti-Semitism, ac- 
cording to Katz, was the continuing 
existence of the tightly knit Jewish 
community, alongside the integra- 
tion of Jews into key roles in the 
state (the combination was to 
provide the background for the 
“world Jewish conspiracy” theory), 
The sight of Jews achieving their 
goals spurred hatred, and old and 
New prejudices were adduced to 
sustain the anti-Jewish polemic. 
Socialist critics of capitalism 
implicated Jews in their critique of 
capitalism, The mid-I9th century 


. also saw the injection of pseudo- 


scientific racial theories into the 
body of anti-Semitic polemic. 

The term “anti-Semitism” was 
first coined by Wilhelm Marr with 
the founding of the League of Anti-

Dr. Lustick ventures no predic- 
tions; but he makes it quite clear 
that we are still only at the begin- 
ning.

Movement, all of which stress the 
importance of the legal status of the 
Arabs, 88 citizens of the state who 
deserve fair treatment and a propor- 
tionate share of the country's 
wealth, However, he adds: “It is the 
belief, among Arabs, in the fun- 
damental! contradiction between the 
reforms these groups advocate and 
their firmly held Zionist commit- 
ments which has hampered the ef- 
forts of Mapam, Shelli and CRM to 
woo Arab Voters from Rakah.”

Arabs, All aspects of the subject are 
included, and the ‘author's conclu- 
sion is that most Israeli Arabs scek 
solutions for their problems within 
Israel, not outside it. If they believe 


Semites. It was chosen to suggest 
that it was not the Jewish religion to 
which its advocales took exception. 
There are contemporary historians 
who would confine the use of the 
term “anti-Semitism” to events in 
the past century, and for earlier 
periods they prefer terms like “anti- 
Jewishness" (or the Hebrew sinat 
vehudin), Katz is not dogmatic in 
this regard and stresses the con- 
tinuity of the phenomenon, with 
modern anti-Semitism combining 
the worst features of its ancient and 
Christian antecedents. 

In any case, 1879 represents ἃ 
turning-point: the beginning of un 
organized anti-Semitic movement, 
and the appearance of anti-Semitic 
parties, often under the name of 
Christian Socialists. The objective 
of this movement was to do away 
with Jewish emancipation, or at 
least to neutralize its sucinl effects. 
{ls basic motivations were the [ear 
of competition, and ol Jewish intru- 
sion into German society, which 
was regarded as a threat to German 
civilization. The anti-Semites saw 
themselves us a defensive move- 
ment protecting Germany from a 
foreign nation, namely the Jews. 

The movement's following wns 
derived from a variety of 
backgrounds — Christian, secular 
and racial. Katz asks how this unti- 
Jewish agitation succeeded in 
sustaining itself on images and pre- 
judices that had apparently been 
obsolete for acentury. His answer is 
that Christianity had indeed lost 
much of its hold, but was not 
eclipsed, and’ its prejudices had 
never reilly been dispelled. Some 
people sustained their Christianity 
as part of their nationalism. 

τ follows that modern anti- 
Semitism is a continuation of the 
traditional rejection of Judaism by 
Christianity, Even secularized anti- 
Semites thought in terms of 
traditional Christian categories (for 
example, that Christianity was a 
“higher” religion than Judaism, or 
that the Jews were ἃ “pariah’’ peo- 


that an independent Palestinian 
state should be established, and that 
the PLO represents the Palestinians, 
they do not include themselves in 
these projected solutions — and 
“the partial Palestinization that 
[Israeli] Arabs are undergoing has 
not blurred the Green line.” In 
short the 1976 opinion survey, while 
confirming the view of Arabs as a 
dissident minority, does not support 
the stereotype notion that they are 
united in rejection of Israel. 


AHARON LAYISH'S The Arabs in 
Fsrael: Continuity and Change con- 
tains 1t papers and articles con- 
tributed by nine experts in the field.

Katz is pessimistic concerning the 
possibility of uprooting anti- 
Semitism in the world today, The 
revisionary trend in Church circles, 
as in the Vatican Council dectara- 
tion, he thinks, will be nothing more 
than an intellectual exercise 
restricted to the intellectual elite. 
Relations between religious groups 
are not planned by intellectuals, he 
answers, und doubts the grassrools 
impact. And while Christianity — 
and consequently the Christian 
form of anti-Semitism — has been 
weakened by secularization, anti- 
Semitism has been weaning itself 
from its Christian roots, and can be 
ἃ strong force even in a secular 
society, as in the Soviet Union. 

Zionism aimed ut a radical 
change. It conceived of anti- 
Semitism as inherent in the very 
status of Jews in ἃ minority situa- 
tion. However, the establishment of 
the Stute of Israel hus not suc- 
ceeded — despite the predictions of 
its early prophets — in eradicating 
anti-Semitism; but in many cases it 
has even proved a stimulus und an 
irritant. Attacks on {srael are now 
often hard to disentangle from anti- 
Semitism. Katz concludes by asking 
whether this recent variant of anli- 
Semitism is the after-effect of 
bygone revuisions or the portent of 
new ones.

“cover up” refers not to scandals, 
but to signs. Sections of Montreal 
that have been Englith-apeaking for 
decades present a distressing, even 
eerle, sight. Along commercial 
streets, businesses and other institu- 
lions have been forced to remove all 
traces of English from thelr signs. In 
many, cases, merchants have in- 
stituted half-measures: instead of 
replacing old bilingual signs with 
new French-only ones, fey have 
boarded over, or covered: with 
masking tape or paint, or else-sim- 
ply cut out, the offending English 
portion. Still others have ripped out 


their signs entirely, leaving naked - 


neon lights exposed. 

These shabby sights, which have 
disfigured this once-beautiful city, 
are the result of Bill 101, fa Gharte 
de fa Langue Francaise, Quebec's 
language law whose regulations 
concerning commercial signs went 
into effect last September.

ALTHOUGH English-speaking in- 
stitutions shrivel up before their 
eyes, and their children leave daily 
for Toronto and points further west, 
the Jows are warned not to com- 
plain. A September meeting at 
Congregation Beth Tikvah, a west- 
ond synagogue, called to protest the 
debilitating effects of the language 
legislation on the Jewish com- 
munity, elicited the rejoinder from 
Claude Charron, the Parti 
Québecols Assembly leader, that 
these people, “in conflict with 
Quebec society," were “a minority 
within a minority” — that is, Jews 
within the anglophone camp. 

Though the Canadian Jewish 

“Congress predictably responded 
with plous statements of outrage 
about infringements of the concept 
of pluralism — something the PQ 
cares little about anyhow — the 
whole sad scene might better have 
been summed up with an old Rus- 
sian expression referring to the 
predicament of Jews under the tsar:

A_ DELIGHTFUL show of Indian 
miniatures Opened last week at the 
Israel Museum. Entitled “ Royil 
Hunters and Divine Lovers’ it is 
mostly from the collection of the 
Inte Wolf Ladejinsky, whose 
memory it commemorates. Three 
beautiful works are from a group of 
paintings donated to the Museum 
by the Doris Weiner Gutlery of New 
York. 

These miniatures on show 
are all Rajput printings, most- 
ly from Western and Central 
India and many were once pan of 
books, occupying whole pages and 
sometimes even a double page. The 
Rajputs are a martial caste and their 
traditional ferocity was exploited by 
the British, who commissioned 
them into the Viceroy’s Indian 
army, The Rajput nobles derive 
from clans of about 11,000,000 am- 
bitious landowners, Some had a rule 
about marrying upwards and killed 
their daughters if this could nat be 
achieved, Most were Hindus but 
some were Muslims. They were 
fanatic about points of honour. 
Some princes had Sikh names 
(Sikhism is a combination of stam 
and Hinduism). Their ari reached 
bet point between 1650 and 


Paradoxically enough, a special 
place in Rajput art is oc- 
cupied by paintings from Gujurat, a 
centre of the fain religion, which so 
venerates all life. that some of ils 
devotess, ‘all vegetarians, wear 
mouth masks to prevent them in- 
adverently swallowing...and killing 
insects, Early Gujurat manuscripts 
are regarded as a source of much 
Rajput art, 

; The Gujurat paintings deal with 
various religious epics as well as 
with the Ilfe of Mahavira, the major 
saint of the Jains. But most Rajput 
paintings celebrate earthly 
pleasures, ¢ven in the context of il- 
lustrating various sacred epics, 
- many. of which anyway teach 
pleasure, erolic ahd otherwise, as a 
goal.

Heaven on Earth 


Art Editor Meir Ronnen visits a captivating show of Indian miniatures. 


The gods in manuscript illusira- 
tions are in the traditional red or 
blue; people are equally stylized but 
given flesh tones. The tiny faces and 
hands ore often rendered in ex- 
quisitely fine lines and delicate 
colour, splendid stylized profile 
portraits may be smaller than a 
fingernail, 

Despite their detail and being 
gouaches or egg fempera paintings, 
these paintings, which date from 
the 17th to the 19th century, wear 
quite well. They are painted on 
sized paper, often on several layers 
glued together. The glue and gum 
arabic bindings in the colour hoid 
up remarkably well and help protect 
the paper. Tens of thousands of 
these works are extant, in very 
varied states of preservation. They 
were once so readily available that 
as recently as two decades ago, 
London flea-markets were Selling 
them for a few pounds. The best of 
them are now priced out of sight. 


INDIAN miniatures stand at the 
crossroads of music and poetry: ear- 
ly sacred manuscripts and themes 
were adapted as secular albums for 
the delectation of those who could 
afford them. Indians were buying il- 
lustrated albums of music-derived 
poetry four centuries before Edison 
started the record craze. 

The albums were inspired by the 
traditional ragas, music which arose 
hearly two millennia ago; and by the 
raga poetic tradition which dates 
back about 1,000 years. The 
Ragamala (Garland of Musical 
Modes) painters, who based cach’ 
work on the porsonification or 
deification of δ΄ musical - mode, 
began working ground £450; after 
the introduction of paper-making to 
India, though most of the great 
work extant dates from the beginn- 
ing of the 17th century. The herocs- 
of the Ragamalas were the Ragas 
and their wives, the Ragini, A 
daughter was known ag a Ragaputri.

The clients for these paintings of 
the aristocratic lifestyle were Hindu 
and Muslim rulers and noblemen 
and later, as with western societies, 
the merchant class nouveau riche. 
The latter were often content with 
inferior traditional copies, so many 
of which are on the market today. 
Women were good customers too, 
particularly for scenes of the 
lovelorn. And what are we to make 
of an exquisitely painted depiction 
here of a group of young ladies 
worshipping a god in the form of a 
lingam? Incidentally, this velvety 
night scene is from Bikaner, whose 
last Maharajah threw about 8,000 
assorted tempera and watercolour 
paintings onto a then disinterested 
market. Bikaner did not develop 
Ragamalas of its own. It began by 
plundering them from others when 
the Bikaner Rajahs seryed the 
Mughals. But it went on to develop 
its own meticulous, Mughal- 
influenced school. 


CURATOR Rivka Bitterman has 
given added depth to this cap- 
tivating show by including sketches 
and partially finished works, as well 
as Ὁ number of pounces used by 
copyists for tracing large and oc- 
casionally smaller works. The draw- 
ing on the tracing paper was pricked 
through with a pin, before charcoal 
was rubbed over the surface and 
through onto the surface to be 
painted. The method is said 10 be 
Istamic in origin and derived from 
Mughal art but it was early known 
in France and Spain — and neediess 
to say, the Portuguese and: the 
French made a fairly early ap- 
pearance in West India, at least 
before these pounces were made. 
That a few of these works {the 
oorer ones) were influenced by 


estern art and perspective (usual- - 


ly disdained) is evident. The most. 


. beautiful unfinished work here is 8 


virtual grisailfe from the Punjab 
hills, which shows ‘the drawn 


‘guidelines -appearing through’ the 


burnished underpainting.- 
OTHER works show a wealth of 


detail that tells us a great deal about 
ethnography. A beautiful young 
woman here (a traditional portrait, 
of which there are thousands of vér- 
sions) wears nose and other jewelry 
close in character to that recently 
seen in the Israel Museum's display 
of an Afghani Jewish bridal outfit, 
But then the Pathans of Afghanistan 
had held whole chunks of Rajastan 
in the mid-16th century... 

Take the fertile region of Malwa, 
for instance, an area which has 
produced some of the most artistic 
and colourfully charming Ragamala 
art in several different regional 
styles. Malwa's art, lore and 
customs were influenced by 
neighbouring Rajputana, the 
Muslim and Jain cultures of Gujurat 
and by the peoples of the Deccan 
and Jaunpur, It was ruled by Turks 
from 1436 to 1531 and by- Pathans 
from 1535 to 1560. It went through 
two styles of Muslim painting 
before its Rajput nobles established 
their predominance under their 
Mughal overlords (who had sacked 
the main town of Manda in 1560). 
The unified Rajput state of Rajgarth 
then came into being but by 1681 
was split up into seven different 
states. Every Indian province in 
West and Central India went 
through continuous upheavals 
caused by marauding armies and 
religious and nationalist unrest. In- 
-dia’s multiplicity resulted in some 
extraordinarily rich art. One result 
of British pacification was that 
these violent cultural exchanges 
came to end, 


THESE delightful works are 
thoroughly Indian in every way. 
celebrating the luxuries and 
pleasures of this world while playing 
votive lip service to the next. Even 
the goriest of subjects are rendered 
with a love of rich, luxurious detail. 
What the Rajputs loved was splen- 
dour, It is splendour that thess 
beguiling fittle paintings are all 
about. 

The best known centres of such 
Rajput painting are Mewar, Bundi, 
Kotal and Kishangarh in Rajastan 
and Malwa in Central India, as well 
as places in the Punjab hills. The 
paltitings on ‘show are mounted, 
with great good taste, by schools. 

These’ particular, works do nol all 
mark the highest achievements of

Dani Karavan: 


Changing the place 


Gil Goldfine 


REGARDLESS of size, scale, 
geographical location, materials or 
technique a feeling for “place” has 
always reigned at the nucleus of 
Dani Karavan’s sculptures and en- 
vironmental installations. 

What with his background of 
Israeli and international theatre and 
exhibition design, which demand 
thorough understanding of spacial 
concepts related to “people flow,” 
it is not surprising that Karavan's 
career in the fine arts has focused 
on the planning and construction of 
total environments with interplays 
of open spaces and solid volumes, 
inte and around which the observer 
walks and participates. 

Makom (Hebrew for placs), is the. 
apt title of Karavan's current instal- 
lation, which occupies the plaza, 
entrance and Zachs Pavilion of the 
Tel Aviv Museum. It not only 
stands for itself as a unique state- 
ment, but summarizes numerous ap- 
Proaches he has traversed during 
the past several years, from his 
Negev Memorial and sculpture at 
Kassel’s Documenta to Basel, 
Florence (Fort Belvedere) and the 
inerior design for Bank Leumi’s 
Lyn House in Tel Aviv. 


Problem Solver 


Karavan is difficult to place

Makom then, is the resull of this 
maxim, The Tel Aviv Museum front 
plaza, the main interior foyer and 
the cavernous Zachs Hall have all 
been harnessed and neatly tied 
together into a major Karavan 
production, an effort whose final 
solution was predestined because of 
the existing elements (i.e. length of 
plaza, width of doors, height of ceil- 
ings etc.), 

eginning at the King Saul Blvd. 
curbside, a small stepped portico 
serves as the starting point for a 
raised wooden platform whose 
direct arrow line crosses the entire 
open court, cuts through the 
Museum’s front door, continues 
across the lofty lobby, angles 
abruptly up towards the ceiling, 
parallels a back wall and exits 
through the skylight in a missile-like 
thrust. The visitor, having strolled 
along this wooden boardwalk, 
comes face-to-face with a dimly lit 
triangular tunnel whose three sides 
comprise the Museum concrele 
wall, a base platform and a wood 
plank wall (the bypotenuse) set 
down from corner ceiling to floor. 
Passing through this tunnel, in 
which one catches the tempo of 
three close slats and an open cut, 
one exits into a familiar gallery 
space altered visually and spiritually 
by Karavan alterations and addi- 
tions. 


Water Drip 


Besides three: similarly propor- 
tioned and rhythmically con- 
structed plank walls, Karavan has 
placed a hollow, square shaped, 
horizontal shaft (alao made of the 
same wood planking) slicing from 
room corner towards the gallery's 
geometric centre and a protected 
stairwell diametrically opposite the 
tunnel entrance across the galley 

ange, with a large central sand- 
τὰν separating the two. A long and 
narrow metal water trough bisects 
the sand pit and is met dead centre 
{the gallery's spacial centre). by an 
overhead metal channel angled 
from the ceiling, from which water 
drips at a prescribed rate into the 
land based trough. 


The single window, reached by a 
small ramp, overlooks a freshly 
planted row of olive trees whose 
axis meets that of an old eucalyptus 
grove (the latter planted by 
Karavan's father Abi when 
employed as a landscape gardener 
by the Tel Aviv Municipality many 
many years ago), Several pipes have 
been inserted into the pane of glass 
sO unprogrammed sounds can be 
heard as the wind enters from the 
exterior garden. . 

This rough physical description 
applies to an exact layout in which 
lines of axis and angles, when 
visualized from a bird’s eye view, 
bisect and parallel one another to 
form a harmonious geometric floor 
grid. Because of the size of the in- 
stallation many converging lines or 
vantage points remain “idealized;” 
extensions can only be recognized 
by 8 sensitive eye willing to invest 
the effort to count off the metres or 
surgically operate on the com- 
prehensive plan. The alternative, 
which probably qecurs in the ma- 
jority of cases, is that the observer's 
experience becomes an intuitive 
one, in which the project is 
rationalized for what it is on the sur- 
face and lolerated, at face value, as 
something mythical — or 
questioned for its overt 
theatricality. 

Stairs, courts, piazzas, depres- 
sions, linear platforms and troughs 
are Karayan’s stock-in-trade, recon- 
stituted time and again from bronze 
maquettes, Makom is almost a 
negative cast of Karavan’s carly 
works, is thoygh he had put his 
hands into solid volumes and literal- 
ly turned them inside out. The 
emblematic concept js similar, dif- 
fering only in proportion, grand 
scale and materials. Karavan main- 
tains a hold on the weights and 
balance of elements, but the viewer 
feels that he has been there before, 
with only the objective sizes having 
been inverted. 


‘ Social Valves 


When objects are enlarged 
beyond human proportion concepts 
become reality and the normal is 
transposed into the monumental. 
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Here, Karavan carefully uses 
descriptive, not illustrative, devices 
to indicate social values, arecurring 
concept in his work that has been 
implied and often stated as an in- 
tegral part of his oewwe. Space 
(universe) is programmed to accept 
constructed (man) volumes (nature) 
with connotations of survival and 
social mores. Sand or earth 
(sustenance and death), water (tran- 
sition ‘and life's rhythm), wind 
(power, music and culture), wood 
(history and age), stairs (to heaven, 
altar or battlements), protective 
wails and interior tunnels, all con- 
tain the means for survival, on 
either a military or religious level. 


Humanistic Message 


All these assumptions can lead 
one to humanistic attitudes and 
clarify, in contemporary terms, a 
Renaissance architectural method 
of harmonizing the ritual with the 


structural, of arriving at those 
perfect proportions that bind in- 
terior space to ecclesiastical needs. 
Karavan desires to pul! all his ele- 
ments together so that harmony of 
Structure assumes a socio-political 
message, that of peace. 

Although Karavan supposedly 
works intuitively at the outset, his 
results are based on mathematical 
logic, pure measurement tied to the 
axioms of solid and plane geometry. 
His major task revolves around the 
refinement of space, the alteration 
of a given ambiance. He is a secon- 
dary perceiver, a Rashi of pre- 
ordained situations in nature and 
urban settings. His designs, 
however, often shed light on the in- 
frastructures of these chosen sites 
and can provide the viewer with a 
greater sense of being there.

Still life in Haifa

“CREATIONS in Still Life” is 8 far 
better group show than usual. A 
mool point is whether a still life may 
contain persons or not — 
Steingold’s item is an example. But 
for once, the Gallery's artists all 
pretty much keep to the title, but in- 
clude interiors, like Weinberger’s 
light grey bedroom, 

An original subject comes from 
Bachrach (11), for association of 
ideas, viz. hat, coat and, below, 
bowl of fruit, obviously against the 
wall, but clothes hanger and table 
replaced by ablack background. An 
exquisitely delicate Japonaiserie is 
formed by Kesler's red “Flowers,”

Lam returns in his first class 
impressionist flowers, and among 
the several “fruit” painters, Borko 
and Grossfeld, cach gives her own 
version of pomegranates. Knispel's 
heroic still life follows the manner 
of his figuration. Eichengrun pre- 
sents independent motifs brought 
‘close together, For contrasts, Adri's 
fight colours, Elchai's weightier 
ones and Lenhar's hard-edge yellow 
and orange.

Pop promoter 
Gordon Mills “invented” the port- 
menteau Gilbert O'Sullivan, while 
Madras-born Arnold George 
Dorsey purloined the name of the 
composer of Hdusel und Gretel, 
Engelbert Humperdinck (“1 
thought of Engelberi," he once ex- 
plained. “It was my manager who 
thought of Humperdinck." The 
mind boggles). 

I can't imagine how they 
overlooked the most euphonious' of 
them all, the composer of You Go to 
My Head, 3, Fred Coots. 

Pinching titles is not exactly new: 
there was a Barber of Seville by 
Paisicllo thrée decades before Ros-

published, 1 blush to say that 
George Formby was Tecording his

Sammy Cahn got quite hot under 
the collar when he discussed similar 
goings on in his autobiography. 
“Although I respect and admire the 
Beatles,” he wrote, "I would not, 
for example sit down and write a 
song called Yesterday, Jerome Kern 
wrote Yesterday,” Sammy attempts 
to show how correct he is in epply- 
ing these admirable sentiments 
when, to coin a phrase, it comes to 
the pinch. When Jimmy van Housen 
asked him to write the title song for 
ἃ movie called Pockefiil of Miracies, 
he objected on the grounds that 
Jimmy and Johnny Burke had once 
done Pocketful of Dréams. Van 
Heusen overcame his objections, 
Sammy says, by telling him, “If I 
wrote that song with Burke, I can 
also give you permission to write 
another with me.” 

This is a most edifying tale of 
ethical behaviour in the pop music 
Jungle but it paing me to have to tell 
you, gentle reador, that Jimmy 
Monaco and not Jimmy Van 
Heusen wrote Pockeyid of Dreams. 


IN TEL AVIV, the other day, my 
wife drew my attention to an item 
on the menu: “chic peas.” 

"This set me off on another aspect 
of Tin Pan Alley which for better or 
worse I call first generation 
American-Jewish chic, 

If you ever saw ths Israel TV 
series based on Sholom Aleichem’s 
stories, starring Shmuel Segal and 
the late Alexander Goldenberg, you 
may have, as I did, admired ‘the 
decor. The designer liad the wit to 
dress the Rothschild salon so that it

thing (now transported to the Israel 
Mussum) but looked rathor as.a 
simple: Jew from Kasrilevka or

imagination led Tin Pan Alley to at- 
tempt street-smart sophistication in 
such ballada 88 Copacabana (the hot- 
test spot in Havana), Uncle Sammy 
Hit Miamt or Sam Coslow's 
archetypal Cradle Me with a Ha-cha 
Lullaby. Things got so out of hand 
that I suspect the 1929 movie Wolf 
Song was originally called Velvel 
Liederle. 

Their attempts at topicality 
produced such unforgettable 
numbers as the wartime The Japs 
Haven't Got a Chinaman's Chance, 
To Be Specific It's Our Pacific and 
When Those Liule Yellow Bellies 
Meet the Cohens and the Kellies, 

The latter was a contender for the 
longest song title award, but Yi 
Harburg easily passed it with his 
When I'm Not Near the Girl That 1 
Love I Love the Girl That I'm Near, 
which ran neck and neck with 
Gershwin's When You Want ‘Em, 
You Can’t Get ‘Em, When You've Got 
‘Bm You Don't Want ‘Em. But they 
were all pipped at the post by Alan 
Jay Lerner’s How Could You Belleve 
Me When I Sald 1 Love You When 
You Know I've Been a Liar All My 
Life? 

You may have noted that for 
some extraordinary reason 
longwinded titles seem ‘also to be 
long-on veracity, a commodity 
fotoriously in short supply on the 
Alley. In 1928, for example, though 
almost drowned out by the Moon, 
Spoon and June brigade, William 
Tracy provided a refreshingly 
honest note with his Any Place 
Where 1 Make Money is Home Sweet 
Home To Me. (“I'm contented any 
place I chance to be/As long as | get 
plenty of the do-ray-me"), : 

The year after this ditty was con- 
ceived, the stock market broke and 
the .tunesmiths reacted to this 
cataclysmic event by withdrawing

is often revealed in the title of the 
song: wordplay such as Richard 
Whiting's My Future Just Passed or 
William Engvick's You Wrong Me 
When You Never Write are in this 
Category, rivalling that 1935 classic, 
rendered unforgettably by Fats 
Waller in his best bathroom 
baritone: 

The girl 1 left behind me 

ἐς constantly before me 

Perhaps she'll be beside me, some 

day. 

The lyrics to this ballad are 
credited to “F. Leslie and Billy 
Rose” but in his later years Billy 
was ἃ notorious “cut-in,” a term 
that meant anyone who got a song 
recorded, published or played — on 
condition that his name appeared as 
co-lyricist. Sammy Cahn relates That 
when Billy hired him to do one of 
his Aquacade shows he told him ex- 
citedly, “I can't wait to hear what 
we're going to write.” 


THE NUTTIER song titles were, it 
would seem, the work of frustrated 
logicians. Stanley Damerell, proud. 
ly acknowledged by pop historian 
Ian Whitcomb as his great-uncle, 
once wrote I've Never Wronged an 
Onion — So Why Should It Make Me 
Gy? Others in this category in- 
cluded Why Build a Wall Round a 
Graveyard, When Nobody Wants to 
Get In? and my earliest introduction 
to physiology: 

How does the little liver pill 

When you're ill 

Know where your liver is, eh? 

Sad to relate, capricious talents 
capable of writing masterpieces like 
these sometimes abandoned pure 
whimsy for mawkish sentiment. 
Madame Hurd Fairfax's 1921 bal- 
lad, They ‘Needed A Songbird in 
Heaven, so God Took Caruso Away 
probably leads in this department. 
The late David Franklin was 50 
taken with it that he once informed 
a BBC My Musie audience that the 
only thing comparable to it was an 
In Memoriam notice which he had 
seen in a Midlands paper: 

The silver trumpets sounded, 

The angels whispered ‘Come’; 

They opened wide the pearly gates 

And in walked Mum. 


MIND YOU, classical music haa its 
share of dotty titles, Joseph 
Schmidtbauer’s Symphony in C (The 
Hypaochondriaca), for example, while 
the Ilkley Festival — an attempt to 
bring back culture to the Bronte 
country — was recently scandalized 
by Henri Chopin, performing his 
Cantata-for Two Farts. 

Opera is particularly rich in disso- 
nant titles: Karl Ditters von Ditters- 
dorf's Hieronymus Knicker is one of 
the finest examples to spring to 
mind, though [ must admit χα: 
Donizetti's Emelia di Liverpoo!

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“WHY DON'T YOU write about 
the high prices of piano lessons?" a 
friend asked me some time ago. She 
was referring particularly lo the 
practice of private music teachers 
of raising their fees frequently with 
the comment {{ “that is the new 
price determined by our 
organization." 

My friend will be intcrested to 
learn that collective price-fixing by 
private music teachers has just been 
determined illegal under the laws 
controlling monopolies and cartels. 
The controller of this field at the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade, 
Ze'ev Galmor, recently investigated 
the activities of a professional 
organization culled the Association 
of Performers and Teachers of 
Music in Israel. This 47-year-old 
hudy, with members muinly in the 
Tel Aviv and Haifit areus, had been 
in the habit of setting a “recom- 
meacded price” for music lessons by 
\eachers with a degree from u 
university-fevel academy here or its 
equivalent abroad. 

Galmor told me it is illegal for 
such a professional arganizution to 
ish a list of prices without the 
specitic approval of the Council on 
Monnpolies and Cartels, which it 
did not have. Because he was con- 
vinced that the association was un- 
aware that it was breaking the law, 
he let it off with merely a warning 
letter rather than court action. Its 
chairman, Yariv Ezruhi, undertook 
τῷ inform ait members in wating 
thal henceforth no prices are tu be 
teominended by the association. 


EZRAHT IS not at all happy about 
the new ruling. He told me that, in 
any case, the association only 
“reconimended” prices to ils 
members: “We had no commissars. 
No onc went out to check if these 
prices were indeed followed.” He 
thinks it was unfair of the ininistry 
to “fall on us” when there are 
public conservatories which charge 
even higher prices. “That's okay, 
and what we did was not?" he asked 
rhetorically. 

Whether the new suling will lead 
lo greater diversification in music 
lesson rates, and whether it will 
serve to ruise or lower them, re- 
mains to be scen. Even as things 
stand now, music lesson prices and 
conditions are nowhere near as 
uniform as one might assume. The 
more 1 looked into the sybject, the 
more I discovered there are many 
pulhs to securing music and dance 
lessons for youngsters. 


IF YOU WANT your child τὸ study 
piano, for instance, there are 
several ways: a private teacher, a 
private conservatory, 8. conser- 
vatory under Ministry of Education 
supervision, and, sometimes, -a 
Municipal community centre.

Private teachers generally teach 
at home, with two half-hour lessons 
or one full hour a week, Payment is 
by the month, and prices vary con- 
siderably. Today there are quite a 
number of ncw-immigrant teachers 
from the USSR willing to teach for 
considerably less than the going 
tate, Parents are within their rights 
to demand u wrillen reccipl, as 
private leachers are supposed lo be 
paying VAT and income tax. 

Private music and dance studios 
with regular premises.are supposed 
to have « business licence from the 
locul authority which should check 
that the premiscs are safe aad 
Suitable, and ensure that studios 
carry third-party insurance in case 
of accident to a pupil. 

Most music and dance teachers 
follow the same vacation schedules 
as the public schools, and many de- 
mand an Lith-month payment as 
their holiduy wages. Their rationale 
is that they are teachers by profes- 
sion and deserve the same condi- 
tions as leachers in schoals. Some 
parents think music teachers should 
work through the summer, when 
kids have more {ree time, but this is 
simply not the custom. 


MANY PARENTS tell me their 
children study music “ut the conser- 
vatory.” In fact, there are many 
Private and public-sponsored con- 
Servatories teaching anything from 
accordion to classical viotin, with al] 
sorts of terms and fees, ~ 

There is no compulsory supervi- 
sion of music conservatories in 
Israch, but more than half of them 
are under the voluntary supervision 
of the Ministry of Education and 
Culture. Ben-Zion Orgad, who 
heads the ministry's music depart- 
ment, says there ure 42 institutions 
with names such as “conservatory” 
“ulpan” or “workshop” under 
supervision und entilled to say so in 
their publicity. He says he knows of 
none falsely claiming to be under 
ministry supervision. The minisiry 
wanted compulsory supervision for 
all music instilutions,-but it was 
- turned down by the Knesset Ednca- 
thon Committce. For one thing, 
there was fear that a rigid applica-

The supervised conservatories in 
the three major cities are; in Tel 
Aviv, the Isracli Conservatory of 
Music, under municipal spon- 
sorship; in Jerusalem, the conser- 
valory affiliited with the Rubin 
Academy (Esther Narkiss, director) 
und the music workshop of Amalia 
Reucl; and in Haifa, the Rubin 
Conservatory. Beersheba and Petuh 
Tikva ure two of the bigger towns 
with well-developed municipal con- 
servalorics. Some offer dance as 
well as music, 

Ben-Zion Orgad admits that 
“there are many excellent private 
teachers tempcramentally unsuited 
to working in an institution,” At the 
same time, he feels there is an ad- 
vantage to the child who learns 
music in a music-school environ- 
ment: the pupil has the cumeraderie 
and the competition of other stu- 
dents, Both are important not only 
for the serious student, but even for 
those who will become merely 
“serious connoisseurs” of music. 

Only a very few public elemen- 
tary schools include instrumental’ 
music lessons in the curriculum. 
‘There are five schools in disadvan- 
taged neighbourhoods — in 
Jerusalem, Lod, Ashdod, Beersheba 
and Acre — that can have classes in 
wind instruments through the 
generosity of the Asher Family 
Fund of Chicago, said Orgad. Many 
provide afler-school recorder les- 
sons for a modest fee of about [S100 
a month, The Rubin Academy in 
Jerusalem runs one of Israel's few 
high schools specializing in music 
and other arts, 

I was surprised to ‘discover 
that fees at minisiry-supervised con- 
servalories, including those which 
are subsidized, are almost invariably 
higher than those al private conser- 
valories and that the public conser- 
valories frequently suffer from’ 
Financial difficulties. 

Al the typical conservatory, the 
upi) takes one or two individual 
essons a week, plus a weekly theory 
class, and perhaps docs some 
ensemble playing.. At Tel Aviv's 
Israeli Conservatory the fee for the 
current academic year, director 

- Daniclia Rabinowitz told me, has

The ministry-supervised schools 
of music claim thal their higher 
costs stem from their obligation to 
pay their staffs the equivalent of 
high schoo! teachers’ salaries and 
fringe benefits. There is also the 
need to maintain buildings and 
purchase the larger instruments, 
mainly pianos, which remain the 
primary choice. 

At present, the Israeli Conser- 
vatory is working out of two loca- 
tions — the former Ahad Ha’am 
School in Rehov Bezalel Yaffe, and 
the flanot School in Ramat Aviv. 
Deputy Mayor Yitzhak Arizi, who 
heads the city’s cultural program- 
mes, has ambitions of renovating a 
building for the conservatory in 
North Tel Aviv as soon as the 
budget permits. 


DIRECTORS of private, non- 
supervised, conservatories charge 
that the ministry-supervised ones 
are higher priced because of 
“inflated administrative costs." 
Private conservatories tend to 
Operate on a leas formal basis, with 
tower overhead costs. 

Yariv Ezrahi, chairman of the As- 
sociation of Performers and 
Teachers, is the director of Tel 
Aviv's prestigious Ron-Shulamit 
Conservatory on Rehov Ibn Gvirol, 
which counts some of Israel's most 
famous musicians among its former 
students. 

Most of its teachers give their in- 
dividual lessons at home. Students 
pay them directly, at the current 
monthly rate of 5600 (or slightly 
more than half if the lesson is shared 
with another student), plus a haif- 
month's vacation pay. The teacher 
turns over 18120 a month of this 
sum to the conservatory, which 
provides weekly theory classes and 
facilities for semi-annual recitals. 
~ Ron-Shulamit is loosely linked 
with a similar conservatory in 
Jerusalem, the Centre of Musical 
Education, headed by Ofra Brostie. 
Once upon a time, she says, music 
lessons were: less expensive in 
Jerusalem than ia Tel Aviv, but (o- 
-day the {ces are virtually identical. 
She blames the rise in the capital to 
the high fees charged by the Rubin 
Academy. Her students are now 
paying ($646 a month for individual 
lessons, and 18464 for lessons in 
pairs, including theory classes and 
ensemble playing.

1 might point out a few disadvan- 
tages to sending a child to any con- 
‘servatory rather than a private 
teacher. Not every child is willing to 
devote an extra afternoon a week to 
a theory lesson, and the private 
teacher can combine technique and 
theory in a single visit. There is rare- 
ly a written contract with a private 
teacher, so pupils can quit at any 
time if they lose interest. 

By the way, it is not necessary to 
buy ἃ piano to see if your child likes 
to play. Many shops will rent them, 
with an option to buy. There are 


g evensome people willing to rent out

practise time’ on their own 
pianos. 


f% Depending on where you live, 
Ὁ you may be able to send your child 


lo study an instrument at a 
municipal youth orchestra or com- 
munity centre, where rates are con- 
siderably lower than at conser- 
vatories or with private teachers. 
You are less likely Lo find piano and 
classical string instruments, 
however, and more apt (0 have 8 
choice of various band instruments 
and perhaps accordion and guitar. 
Instruments, except pianos, can 
usually be rented cheaply. 

Tel Aviv, for instance, has ἃ 
Youth Orchestral Centre with head- 
quarters in Jaffa near Bloomfield 
Stadium, plus two neighbourhood 
branches, The monthly fees for new 
pupils are IS150. 

There is no means test for these 
Jow-cost lessons, and the Orchestral: 
Centre is open to any Tel Aviv-Jaffa. 
resident aged eight to 18. The 
geographic location, however, in ef- 
fect rules it out for most children 
from more prosperous North Tel 
Aviv, from which it is a 45-minute 
bus ride. The centre concentrates 
on the more “popular” instruments 
— winds, percussions, guitar, 
xylophone, accordion, but there (5 
some possibility of piano and organ 
lessons 100. 

Uri Levinsky, director of the 
city’s music, drama and dance unit, 
says the individual and group les- 
sons are given, by a variety of Lypes 
of teachers — some academy 
graduates, some members of the 
army orchestra, others new im- 
migrants. He says there is a growing 
demand for music lessons from 
families at the lower end of the 
economic ladder who wouldn't have 
thought about such things a few 
years back. 

In two neighbourhood com- 
munity centres — one in Jaffa, the 
other in Neve Sharett — there is 
more emphasis on classical instru- 
ments, including piano, and clas- 
sical ballet, because of the large 
concentrations of Russian new 
immiggant teachers and pupils. Fees 
are even lower than at the 
Orchestral Centre, 

Parents of very young 
schoolchildren, from five to seven. 
years of age, may be interested lo 
know that most conservatories and 
music centres offer a general 
introduction-to-music course, {Ππ 
tended to precede the choice of an 
instrument and the start of in- 
dividual lessons, Such classes are 
usually very modest in price.
